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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November, and December, 1938. 


October.—As was also the case in the previous month, the rainfall in Western Australia in Oc- 
tober was below normal in every division of the State. Rainless conditions prevailed in the 
North-Eastern sub-tropics, the Gascoyne Divisions, and throughout the Tropics, except as regards 
some scattered falls in the North and West Kimberley Divisions. 


In the sub-tropical districts, in which rain occurred, the rainfall shortages over each district 
as a whole were in all instances greater than was the case in the previous month, and ranged from 
64 per cent. on the North Coast to 21 per cent. on the South Coast: The North Central and the 
South Central Divisions respectively received 64 per cent. and 60 per cent. of the average October 
rainfall, but in the Eastern and Northern wheat belt the cumulative effect of successive shortages 
affected wheat crops more seriously than the October rainfall totals alone would indicate. Though 
at most places appreciably below normal, the individual rainfall totals in the South Central 
Division averaged 79 points as compared with only 55 points in the North Central District, while 
the month’s total registrations averaged 170 points and 222 points respectively on the Central 
and South Coasts.

The month’s weather was marked by a predominance of anti-cyclonic control and, some of the 
highs showed a marked tendency to extend in narrow wedge-like formations across the 
Southern Districts, thus maintaining a division between the tropical and the southern rainstorm 
systems. 


The march of the season was manifested in increased temperatures inland, and by the 
attendant development of extensive monsoonal depressions over the tropical and the northern 
sub-tropical divisions of this State. 


The indraft towards these inland lows, however, was derived mainly from the southward and 
the lack of strong and sustained inflows of moist tropical air was closely associated, with the com- 
parative failure of the month’s rainfall. 


In Perth the extremes of temperature for the month ranged from 85-4 degrees on 15th 
October to 43-8 degrees on the 22nd October. The mean maximum temperature (70-5) exceeded 
the normal by 1-4 degrees, and the mean minimum temperature (52:2) exceeded the normal by 
0:3 degrees. 


Rainfall occurred in the city on 10 days and aggregated 175 points, as compared with the 
October normal of 232 points,

North-Eastern 
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November.—The month’s rainfall was, on the whole, satisfactory over a considerable portion of 
the State, and exceeded the November normal in seven of the fifteen meteorological districts. 


In the Northern Tropics the rainy season commenced, with a series of thundery rains in the 
Kimberley Division, and the average rainfall totals recorded amounted to 462, 151 and 134 
points in the North, East, and West Kimberley Districts respectively. The tropical rains pene- 
trated southwards to the DeGrey Division, but failed to reach the Fortescue District, and the 
Gascoyne Division received only inconsiderable falls. The coastal region from Geraldton to 
Cape Leeuwin and the North Central agricultural district fared better than is usual in November, 
the surpluses above the normal ranging from 101 per cent. on the Central Coast to 15 per cent. 
on the South Coast, but moderate shortages were reported from the South Central and the South- 
Eastern Divisions, while only light and scattered falls occurred in the Eastern sub-tropics. 

Over the State as a whole the principal departures from the normal November rainfall were 
a surplus of 159 per cent. in the DeGrey Division to a deficit of 100 per cent. in the Fortescue 
District. In the various districts the highest individual rainfall totals were as follow :—

In Perth rainfall occurred on five days and aggregated 179 points as compared with the 
November normal of 75 points. 

The month commenced with a sudden revival of southern rain-storm activity, south-westerly 
winds in the rear of a depression and in the front of a following anticyclone causing wide- 
spread rains between the West and South-West Coasts and the South-Central sub-tropics. For 
the remainder of the month, however, the southern rainstorm system was seldom in evidence over 
the land, though fairly vigorous specimens of this weather type passed eastwards along latitudes 
southwards from Cape Leeuwin. Tropical depressions developed frequently and at times covered 
a large portion of the State, but their rain-productivity was marked only in the Kimberley and 
DeGrey Divisions, At the end of the month another tropical depression was passing slowly 
southwards along the West Coast and was maintaining easterly winds with fairly high tempera- 
tures in the sub-tropics. 

As is usual at this time of the year anticyclones affecting the State were in evidence chiefly 
off the West and South Coasts, and the centres of these weather systems moved eastwards 
along paths south from the latitude of Perth. 

Heat wave conditions were as usual most consistently in evidence over the Pilbara Goldfields, 
but at times registrations exceeding 100 deg. were reported from as far south as Mullewa and 
Walebing on the North Coast. The highest individual temperature reading recorded, was 116 deg. 
at Marble Bar on 24th November. 

In Perth the extremes of temperature were 98-0 deg. on 30th November and 47-5 deg. on 
3rd November. The mean maximum temperature (76-0 deg.) and the mean minimum tempera- 
ture (57-4 deg.) were respectively 0-3 deg. and 0-5 deg. above normal.

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December.—The rainfall in Western Australia in December was again substantially below 
normal over the greater portion of the State, and over the various districts as a whole surpluses 
were recorded only in the DeGrey and East Gascoyne Divisions, where the normal rainfall was 
exceeded by 21 per cent. and 9 per cent respectively. 


The rainfall shortage in the Kimberley Division was most marked in the eastern portion 
of the district, monthly totals there averaging only 71 points as compared with the December 
normal of 418 points. The deficits in the North Kimberley District were also substantial and 
averaged 306 points, but in the West Kimberley region about 81 per cent. of the normal December 
rainfall was received. The North and West Kimberley region, however, fared well in the previous 
month, and the December shortage is probably not of great importance. The West Gascoyne 
Division experienced another rainless month, and registrations in the Fortescue Division averaged 
only 22 points. 

The scantiness of rainfall in the Eastern sub-tropics was most marked in the Eucla Division, 
where registrations averaged only 13 points as compared with the December normal of 64 points, 
while the average totals in the South-Eastern and, the North-Eastern Divisions were about 40 
points and, were respectively 66 per cent. and 54 per cent. of the normal December rainfall. 


The agricultural districts experienced an exceptionally dry December, and on the Central 
Coast the monthly totals averaged only 9 points. The South Central Division received only a little 
more than half its normal December rainfall, and, the North Central and South Coastal Divisions 
only 30 per cent. and 22 per cent. respectively of the average December rainfall. 


In Perth rain occurred on 5 days and totalled 25 points as compared with the December 
normal rainfall of 56 points. 


The comparative shortage in the month’s rainfall may be attributed to the lack of intensity in 
the tropical depressions from which most of the December rainfall is usually derived, and to 
the failure of southern depressions to develop intensity enough to provide normal rainfall in the 
more southerly districts. 


In all except one instance the tropical depressions were mainly monsoonal in character, 
but the attendant inflow of moist tropical oceanic air from the northward, was not noticeably strong 
or deep, and though thunderstorms were fairly numerous in the tropics and northern sub-tropics, 
the accompanying rainfall was often disappointing. 


On the 10th December, however, barometric pressure between Broome and Anna Plains 
fell to about 29-60 inches, and some easterly gales similar to those developed by willy-willy 
disturbances were experienced, but after causing a downpour of 414 points at Anna Plains and 
some moderate rains elsewhere on the West Kimberley coast, the disturbance passed first inland 
and, then southwards, where it was attended by only scattered thunderstorms. 


Temperature records for the month included the usual frequent high recording in the tropics, 
and the highest individual registrations were 117 deg. at Marble Bar on 7th and 18th December 
and 116 deg. at Onslow on 7th December. Heat wave conditions occasionally extended south- 
wards to the inland sub-tropics, but in the more southerly districts and on the west and south-west 
coast day temperatures were mostly cooler than is usual in December, and Perth experienced the 
coolest Christmas Day and, Boxing Day afternoon temperatures on, record, 


On the morning of 27th December a most unseasonable frost occurred, in the Dwellingup and, 
Inglehope districts and caused considerable damage to vegetable crops. 


In Perth the mean maximum temperature for the month (80-6 deg.) was 0-6 deg. below 
normal, and, the mean minimum temperature (61-8 deg.) was 0-9 deg. above normal. The extreme 
registrations in the city were 98-3 deg. on lst December and 49-9 deg. on 27th December. 


Noteworthy meteorological phenomena recorded during the month included. a severe electrical 
storm with a wind velocity of 60m. per hour at Derby on 19th December, a similar occurrence at 
Anna Plains on 21st December, and a destructive storm at Cue on 29th December.

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WEATHER AND RAINFALL IN WESTERN AUSTRALIA IN 1938. 


Another Dry Year. 


Still another year of relatively light rainfall over the greater portion of Western Australia 
has been added to the recent series of years in which substantial shortages have been recorded 
in most divisions of the State. 


Over the various rainfall statistical districts shortages were registered in all cases except 
that of the DeGrey Division, which, mainly as the result of slight ‘‘ willy willy’ disturbances 
on the coast, and frequent thunderstorms inland, recorded a surplus of 5 per cent. in its aggre- 
gate rainfall. 


For the fourth successive year a rainfall deficit has been reported from the West Kimberley, 
Fortescue, East Gascoyne, North Coastal, Central Coastal, North Central, South Central and 
North-Eastern Divisions, these shortages ranging from 16 per cent. in the North-Eastern to 27 
per cent. on the North Coast. The Eucla Division reports its third successive yearly deficit, the | 
shortage amounting to 22 per cent., while the South Coast, with a shortage of 19 per cent., has ex- 
perienced its fifth successive yearly deficit. Fortunately, however, the rainfall in large portions 
of the agricultural areas, though to a moderate extent below normal, was on, the whole adequate for 
seasonal requirements. 


In the pastoral areas conditions in the Kimberley and DeGrey sections of the tropics, and in 
a large portion of the South-Eastern sub-tropics approximate to the normal, but pasturage is scarce 
in a considerable portion of the Northern and North-Eastern wheatbelt, and seasonal conditions 
continue to be bad over a large area between the DeGrey Division and the agricultural belt. 


The least satisfactory conditions prevail in the West Gascoyne Division, which registered 
the driest year experienced in the period for which district averages have been computed (1913— 
1938). At the various stations in the West Gascoyne the year’s rainfall averaged only 300 
points as compared with the normal of 903 points. Previously the driest year on, record was 
1936, when the rainfall totals averaged 494 points. 


At individual stations in the West Gascoyne and in part of the Fortescue and DeGrey Divi- 
sions the rainfall totals for 1938 were remarkably low, Winning Pool recording only 201 ‘points, 


Wooramal 223 points, Shark Bay and Hamelin Pool 306 points, Onslow 323 points and Roebourne 
332 points. 


As regards quantitative shortages as distinct from district averages of the rainfall deficiency 
in the various districts, the principal deficit is reported from the North Kimberley Division, where 
the registrations average nearly 8} inches less than usual. In the remaining districts the average 
amounts of the rainfall shortage are as follow: More than 6 inches in the East Kimberley, East 
Gascoyne and Central Coastal Divisions; more than 5 inches in the West Kimberley ; more 
than 4 inches on the North Coast ; more than 3 inches on the South Coast and in the North 
Central and South Central districts ; more than 2 inches in the East Gascoyne and Fortescue 
Divisions and more than 1 inch in the Eucla, South-Eastern and North-Eastern Divisions. In 
Perth the rainfall total of 2,964 points was 514 points below the normal and was the lowest 
yearly registration since 1914. At individual stations the largest departures from the normal rain- 
fall were shortages of 11-85 inches at Derby, 11-69 inches at Pinjarra, and 10-81 inches at 
Turkey Creek, 


The area in which more than the usual rainfall was received during 1938 extended from the 
vicinity of Anna Plains and Port Hedland to Marble Bar, and southwards to Mundiwindi. In the 
sub-tropics a rainfall surplus was reported from only Kulja. Dudinin, Salmon Gums, Grass Patch, 
Albany, Eclipse Island and Hopetoun. 


The history of the year’s weather may be summarised as follows :— 


January.—Tropical rainstorms were active and caused some heavy falls in the West Kim- 
berley, DeGrey and Fortescue Divisions. Co-operation by a southern depression was responsible 
for good rains in the southern sub-tropics, with widespread thunderstorms. Rainfall was below 
normal elsewhere. 


February.—Sustained activity of tropical depressions and a slight willy-willy disturbance 
caused further good rains in the Kimkerley Division and on the North-West coast, but a rain 
shortage prevailed elsewhere. Prolonged heat wave conditions were experienced on the Northern 
Goldfields, but temperatures were Lelow normal in the South-West and South, and on 19th 
February severe frosts occurred in the far South. 


March.—At first southern rainstorm activity caused good rains in the agricultural areas, 
but a marked dry spell followed. Large rainfall deficiencies in the remainder of the State. 


April.—Southern depressions fairly numerous but not satisfactorily rain-productive, except 
on the Central and South Coasts. Big rainfall shortages elsewhere. Inland temperatures below 
normal. 


May.—One southern depression caused remarkable rains in the far South, but other 
depressions, both tropical and southern, lacked energy. Substantial rainfall shortages 
general, except in the far South and in the North-East. 


June.—Large and persistent anticyclonic formations lessened the penetration of winter de- 
pressions from the South, and rainfall was deficient in the western sub-tropics. A tropical depres- 
sion, however, induced rain-bearing winds from the Bight and heavy rains occurred in the South- 
Zastern and North-Eastern Divisions. A tropical depression caused unseasonably heavy rains 
from the West Kimberley to the DeGrey Divisions. 


July.—Marked activity in the tropical rainstorm system caused good rains in the sub-tropics, 
and some unseasonably heavy falls in the East Kimberley Division. 


August.—Abnormal development of anticyclonic systems excluded the normal inflow of 
southern rainstorms. Tropical depressions also were inactive, and rainfall was deficient, except 
in the Eucla Division. 


September.—Southern rainstorms caused some moderate rains in the South-West and South, 
but tropical rainstorm activity was lacking and the rainfall was deficient in all divisions. 'Tempera- 
= A 5 
tures in the sub-tropics were above normal. 


October.—A continued over-development of anticyclones was associated with a further pro- 
nounced rainfall shortage, except in the Eucla Division, but the South Coastal and South Central 
Districts fared fairly well. 


November.—The rainy season commenced favourably in the North Kimberley Division and on 
the North-West coast, and except on the North coast the rainfall was considerably above normal 
in the agricultural districts. Tropical and southern rainstorm systems were active, but failed to 
reach the West Gascoyne Division. 


December.—Tropical depressions fairly active and southern depressions occasionally co- 
operated, but the systems lacked energy and the rainfall was below normal almost generally.
